Report Of Superintendent 


FOREWORD 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Milan School District: 


We can expect numerous educational legislative activity in 
the General Court this year. Several of the proposed acts concern 
financial aid to school district, reorganization of school districts, 
transportation aid, flat grant aid and construction aid. Perhaps 
the most important piece of legislation coming in this year is the 
Interim Commission report and recommendations. All voters are 
encouraged to read developments in these areas as they are re- 
ported in the newspapers. 


BUDGET AND WARRANT 


Your School Board proposes that the school budget for 1963- 
64 will be $57,603.02. This amount represents a budget increase of 
$4,750.18. Tuition and teacher salaries account for the increase in 
the budget. Several budget items have decreased. With more pu- 
pils attending high school we will witness higher tuition budgets 
in the future. The Warrant contains no special articles. 


MAINTENANCE 


The usual maintenance was carried out in both schools last 
summer. Floors and outside walls received special attention. Some- 
time in the near future we should consider an improved heating 
and water system at the Milan Village School. At the present time 
we are postponing some areas of maintenance until we find out 
what the educational trends will be insofar as the nnterim Com- 
mission Report is acted upon by the legislature. 


JUNIOR HIGH 


A vote at the last district meeting is keeping the West Milan 
School open. As stated prior to the vote, the School Board and I 
informed the citizens that if the vote was in the negative we would 
continue to offer the best education possible. This we have done 
to the best of our ability with the funds made available to us.

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One can readily see from the above figures that we have wide 
ranges of pupil distribution in the various classrooms. 


THE FUTURE? 


Statewide we are witnessing the closing of many small schools. 
The following figures pertaining to one-teacher schools bears wit- 
ness to this statement. These figures were released by the Interim 


Commission: 
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Until such time as there is reorganization of school district in 
this state we will continue to witness higher school budgets with- 
out proportionate benefits. Until this problem is solved, and I con- 
sider this to be a paramount issue, our costs are going to rise very 
substantially. In my opinion more state aid is not going to solve 
this problem. 


The Interim Commission has very conclusive evidence that the 
larger the administrative unit the lower the costs for educating 
the pupil. In many instances larger school units offer many spe- 
cial programs (art, music, retarded education) at lower costs per 
pupil than many small schools do at a higher cost without these 
services. 


Eventually, and not in the too distant future, it may be re- 
quired that a teacher may teach only one grade. This is already a 
recommendation of the State Board of Education. 

With school costs as they are, the Milan property tax problem 
will continue. I know of no way to reduce this problem. If any- 
thing, our schools should be improved by a substantial degree. The 
only way this can be done at the present time is by imposing a 
higher tax burden on the property owner.
